“You could 
tell that they are both really struggling 
with the whole situation. It was obvious 
that they are both in a lot of pain.” 

The former couple said in an exclu- 
sive statement to People that they 
would “go forward with love and 
friendship for one another.” But the 
split follows years of mounting ten- 
sions, unhappiness and attempts to 
work through their problems in cou- 
ples therapy, according to more than a 
dozen friends, colleagues and other 
close sources who spoke to People. 
Affleck alluded to the strain when he 
called marriage to Garner “the best 
kind of work” in his speech at the 2013 
Oscars. Now, as the marriage is ending, 
Affleck, 42, “is devastated. Nobody 
intends to go down this path,” says the 
source close to the couple, noting that 
the actor has been leaning on his mom. 


So what was the breaking point? 

According to the actress's longtime 
friend, Affleck had a candid conversa- 
tion with Garner recently and “told Jen 
he had not been committed to the mar- 
riage within the past few years. . . . Jen is 
a fighter. She would not give up unless 
there was a good reason.” Several 
sources close to Garner say that allega- 
tions of infidelity (which Affleck vehe- 
mently denies) and other troubling 
behavior by Affleck, including gambling 
and drinking, weighed heavily in Gar- 
ner's decision. “She loved Ben,” says 
another friend, “but there comes a time 
when you have to say enough is enough 
and take care of yourself.” 

Other sources dispute that version of 
events. “Saying he's a bad father and 
husband is an easy story, and everyone 
has wanted to clock him as a womanizer 
and gambler,” the source close to the

People 
either rise up or fall down, and she's 
risen up in this situation.”

In private, 
Affleck can be magnetically charming or 
moody and difficult, several friends and 
colleagues say. “Ben has his demons,'' 
says a source in the couple's circle.

Few in their circle were surprised when 

the split was announced. “They have 
both been very open about their mar- 
riage struggles,'' says one friend. The 
stars' very different per- 
sonalities were also a big 
source of friction in the 
marriage, according to 
insiders. Raised in a 
close-knit family along- 
side her two sisters in 
West Virginia, Garner, a 
former band geek, is a 


self-professed lover of all things domes- 
tic. The Boston-bred Affleck had a less 
traditional childhood. His single mom 
raised him after a divorce from his 
father, who struggled with alcohol 
problems, and Ben started winning act- 
ing roles at age 11 before shooting to 
fame with his 1998 Oscar for writing 
Good Will Hunting alongside Damon. 

After meeting as costars on the set of 
200Vs Pearl Harbor, Affleck and Garner 
reconnected during the production of 
their film Daredevil in 2003 and, as 
both later admitted, fell in love. “1 don't 
know what makes [the relationship] 
work, but it does,'' Garner told Marie 
Claire. That year Affleck called off his 
highly publicized engagement to Jen- 
nifer Lopez just four days prior to their 
wedding, and Garner ended her two- 
year marriage to actor Scott Foley. “Jen 
and Ben both came with baggage,'' says 
a source close to the family. “Jen's no

I he rain had cleared, the sun 
^ was glinting off the frame 
of the vintage Millson car- 
riage pushed by Princess 
Kate, and some 3,500 well- 
wishers were cheering— but Prince 
George was having none of it. After 
making the 200-yard walk into St. Mary 
Magdalene Church for his sister Char- 
lotte's July 5 christening, the nearly 
2-year-old future king had reached his 
limit as he exited the ceremony. He first 
attempted an escape across a nearby 
churchyard before dissolving into tears 
and being scooped up by his dad. Prince 
William. Back at “Nanny's house"— as 
William could be heard describing the 
Queen's Sandringham House to 
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George— the family enjoyed an after- 
noon tea of finger sandwiches and a tier 
of William and Kate's 2011 wedding 
fruitcake. By then both George and 
2-month-old Charlotte were carried 
away by the cheerful mood. 'The whole 
day had a happy family feel/' a royal 
source in attendance tells People. "It 
was a celebration." 

It was also the world's first look at the 
new royal family of four— and once 
again the special day featured a care- 
fully curated nostalgic style that has 
become the signature of art history 
grad Kate (see sidebar). "It was choreo- 
graphed like a movie/' says Ingrid 
Seward, author of A Century of Royal 
Children. "Because Kate has a photog- 
rapher's eye, she paints a picture." 

In contrast to George's 2013 baptism 
at London's Chapel Royal in St. James's 
Palace, Charlotte's christening in the 
countryside of Norfolk— some 110 
miles north— "had more of a family 
atmosphere than the first one," a friend 
tells PeppZe. The religious service, again 
conducted by the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, Justin Welby, "was very for- 
mal," adds the friend, "but at the same 
time charming and relaxed."

(Latest renovation 
plans for the sporty pair: a new tennis 
court.) William is clocking in for his air- 
ambulance shifts, while Kate continues 
to devote the bulk of her time to playing 
and nesting with her kids. She does 
have a couple of royal outings sched- 
uled before the end of July, but the 
royal source cautions against her full- 
time return to royal duties in the near 
future. ''She's still largely focused on 
the family,” says the source, "and 
spending time with her children.” 

From a kid-friendly local farm to 
playgrounds and nearby beaches, Nor- 
folk is a place where children "can run 
around and muck about,” says Des- 
mond MacCarthy of Wiveton Hall Cafe, 
where Kate has dined. In choosing Nor- 
folk for the christening, the couple also 
paid homage to William's late mother. 
Princess Diana, who spent much of her 
childhood there. (Further, they selected 
Laura Fellowes, Di's niece, to be among 
Charlotte's five godparents.) "It was 
nicely done with regard to the connec- 
tion with Diana and the Spencer fam- 
ily,” says the friend. "It was a very 
Norfolk occasion. It was perfect.” 

Now more than ever are William and 
Kate keenly aware of the fleeting 
nature of their current arrangement: 
Only while the Queen, 89, remains on 
the throne is William free to pursue a 
civilian career. "It will be short-term, as 
there is a lot ahead of them,” says the 
friend. After William's father. Prince 
Charles, ascends, things will change 
dramatically. "It won't be a normal 
family life five days a week,” adds the 
friend. "They are enjoying their time in 
Norfolk while it lasts.” 

And the locals are thoroughly enjoy- 
ing the new family in town. Waving to 
fans at the christening, "they had a real 
connection with the crowd,” says Pau- 
line Richmond, one of the thousands 
who waited in the rain for a glimpse of 
the royals.

of their three young children. Her 
friends say that pushed her to finally 
cancel the Kourtney and Scott show. “It 
was the last straw ” says a source close 
to the couple. “He was supposed to be 
taking some time to process things, 
presumably with the endgame of fixing 
their relationship. The bottom line is, 
Scott threw it all away.” A rep for Disick 
did not return requests for comment. 

Disick’s bad behavior came as no surprise 

to many who have watched the fast- 
talking reality star, who has a penchant 
for letting loose. The New York native 
earns much of his money from club 
appearances and is often captured 
drinking to excess on Keeping Up with 
the Kardashians (see box, below). Mul- 
tiple sources confirm that Disick, 32, has 
struggled with issues related to partying 
too hard; his acknowledged alcohol 
abuse became the source of nonstop 
fights with Kardashian, 36, on- and off- 


camera. “He would screw up, then apol- 
ogize, and Kourtney would always make 
him pay for a couple weeks. Then things 
would go back to the way they were,” 
says a source close to the couple. “They 
never dealt with the underlying issues. 
Scott gets freaked out by confrontation; 
he never dealt with his real problems.” 

But it was Disick's brazen behavior in 
France— he was photographed drinking 
and caressing L.A. -based stylist Chloe 
Bartoli— that convinced Kardashian 
that the relationship could not be saved. 
(The pair never married.) “She was over 
dealing with Scott's constant lies,” says 
a pal. Kardashian famously banned him 
from the Calabasas, Calif., home they 
shared with kids Mason, 5, Penelope, 3, 
and Reign, 6 months, whenever he was 
inebriated— and often had to enforce 
that rule. “It was becoming a poor envi- 
ronment for the kids to be raised in,” 
says the friend. “She was devastated 
about the situation, but she needs to 
protect herself and her family.” 

Another source close to the situation 
says the relationship was never ideal: 
“They've always had problems.” Disick 


was “overwhelmed” by the idea of being 
a family man, says the source. “He 
rebels against the responsibility of hav- 
ing three kids. He acts out, drinks too 
much and embarrasses Kourtney.” 

And as his own fame grew, the self- 
annointed “Lord” Disick, who is known 
for flashy cars and ostentatious style, 
seemed to be increasingly troubled. Last 
year he lost both of his parents in the 
span of three months and copped to 
abusing alcohol and prescription pills; 
one binge, captured for ALWTiC landed 
him in the hospital. Two brief rehab stays 
followed, but Disick checked himself out 
each time. Yet Kardashian remained 
optimistic, tellingPeqpZe in March, “The 
thing that's most important to me is his 
commitment to working on himself.” 

Now, despite her wealth and the sup- 
port of her famous family, she is facing 
a hard new reality: life as a single mom 
of three. “Bottom line: Her children are 
her first priority,” says the Kardashian 
pal. “She was willing to sacrifice her 
relationship to keep them safe.”

lia recentiiinday, Lisa Brown and her 
mother spent the morning at PeeLs, 
their favorite local coffee shop in nearby 
Waukesha, Wis. ''People are so kind and 
considerate there,” says her mother, 
Patricia Neuhauser, 66. At 510" tall, 
Lisa, who was once a robust 140 lbs., 
now weighs just 94 lbs. and is hooked up 
to a feeding device 20 hours a day. On 
her brief excursions out, she's fre- 
quently the target of cruel comments, 
so the coffee shop is a treasured safe 
haven. "People come up to her and tell 
her, 'Eat a burger' or 'Why are you starv- 
ing yourself?' '' says her mom. Lisa, 32, 
has learned to take the comments in 
stride. "At first I would say stuff back 
and defend myself,'' she says. "I've come 
to understand that people will say mean 
stuff, but I know the truth.'' 

The truth is, despite her skeletal 
appearance, Lisa isn't anorexic, nor does 
she have any other type of eating disor- 
der. For reasons doctors are just now 
coming to understand, she simply can't 
keep food down. "I'm starving to death 
and I can't help it,'' the former model 
and substance abuse counselor tells 
People. "I'm in pain most of the day.'' In

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December 2013 doctors at Froedtert 
Hospital in Milwaukee diagnosed her 
with superior mesenteric artery syn- 
drome, a rare digestive-system disorder 
where part of the small intestine is 
pinched, blocking food from getting 
through. After a corrective surgery 
didn't help, doctors were at a loss as to 
what else was wrong. Now, after a gruel- 
ing 18-month medical odyssey (see box) 
and a new series of tests, Lisa finally has 
a diagnosis: gastroparesis. ''Her stom- 
ach doesn't work properly," says Dr. 
Matthew Kroh, director of surgical 
endoscopy at the Cleveland Clinic in 
Ohio, where Lisa recently spent 3V2 
weeks. She will return to the Cleveland 
Clinic soon, and "we will put a feeding 
tube in her and start medical treat- 
ment," he says. "It's great we now know 
what's wrong besides the SMA, but she 
still has a long road ahead."

Growing up in Brookfield, Wis., where 

she still resides, Lisa was a normal, 
healthy kid with a wide group of friends 
who never worried about her weight. An 
only child, she landed a modeling gig in 
Italy for a few months in high school, 
then got a full scholarship to Waukesha 
County Technical College. "The worst 
thing she ever did was skip class once," 
Neuhauser says. "She really was a per- 
fect kid." In February 2006 she left work 
to get her car's oil changed and met Pat- 
rick, now her husband, who was an auto 
mechanic at the time. On St. Patrick's 
Day they went on their first date. "I 
instantly liked him," Lisa says. "I even 
asked him out first." The couple mar- 
ried in May 2010, then honeymooned in 
Playa del Carmen, Mexico. "I was really 
just so happy," she says.

Married to the love of her life, Lisa felt 

like she finally had it all. "We were very 
active socially, I was actively involved in 
the art community making] ewelry and 
our careers were really taking off as 
well," she says. The following summer 
the couple began noticing something 
was amiss. "The first thing I noticed was 
that I started not being able to eat as 
much," she says. "I was abig eater. I loved

to cook. I loved food." 

But she shrugged it 
off. "I just wasn't 
thinking much about 
it," she says. "I didn't 
even own a scale, so I 
couldn't track my 
weight." Then she 
noticed her clothing 
started to become 
loose on her I40-lb. 
frame. "I kept telling her, 'You need to go 
to the doctor,' " says Patrick, 31, an engi- 
neer. "I knew it wasn't normal." 

Each month Lisa slowly continued to 
get worse, vomiting after every meal 
and not being able to move from severe 
stomach pain. After acid refiux medica- 
tion didn't solve the problem, Lisa 
decided to weigh herself at her mother's 
home. "I looked at the scale and said, 
'This can't be right,"' she says. "It said 
II2 lbs. Never in my adult life had I ever 
been this weight." After seeing numer- 
ous specialists and being told "It's all in 
your head," she was finally diagnosed 
with SMA syndrome and had the cor- 
rective surgery in February 2014. "I was 
very close to death," she says. Afterward 
"I started gaining weight and feeling 
like myself again," says Lisa. But it 
didn't last long. Right after they got 
back from their annual trip to Mexico 
in May, "she started to get sick," Patrick 
says. "It was heartbreaking." 

By July, Lisa was on a feeding device 
20 hours a day, and too weak to do much, 
so her mother, who lives down the block, 
began comingby daily when Patrick was 
away. "She can't clean the house or even 
change the linens," Neuhauser says. "I 
do that for her." During what she calls 
her "four hours of freedom," from 8 a.m. 
to noon each day (when she's not 
hooked up to a machine), Lisa tries to 
run simple errands. The rest of the time 
she spends reading, chatting in a Face- 
book support group and drawing. "I 
have a garden in my backyard with lilies 
of all different colors," she says. "I am 
too weak to work on my garden now, but 
my mom helps me with it." 

Lisa mostly wears skirts because most 
women's pants don't fit her anymore. 
Even her one-of-a-kind pink sapphire 
wedding ring is too big, so it's tucked

away in their safe for the time being. In 
January desperately trjdng to save her 
own life, Lisa released an 11-minute 
video about her ordeal on YouTube. 'T 
want people to know they're not 
alone/' she says. 'T have to advocate for 
myself, but I also have to advocate for 
other people who don't know why 
they're wasting away." 

That video ultimately landed her in 
the care of the Cleveland Clinic. Too 
weak to get on a commercial flight or in 
a car for more than a short drive, Lisa 
accepted a local business's offer to fly 
her on their company jet for her first 
visit. “I couldn't breathe, I was so 
stunned and happy," she says. ''I 
wouldn't have survived otherwise." She 
spent a ''bittersweet" Mother's Day with 
her mom the day before she left. "I 
thought it might be my last Mother's 
Day with her, but I prayed it wouldn't 
be," she says. "It was very emotional." 


performed a corrective surgery on Lisa 
that involved creating a new passageway 
for food and digestive juices to bypass 
the blockage in her small intestine. Its a 
procedure that worked for 11 of 14 patients 
with SMA syndrome Dr. Kroh has operated 
on but did not work for Lisa. "We were 
back to square one,” she says. In January 
her mother sent local media coverage of 
Lisa s plight to the Cleveland Clinic, which 
is how she ended up in the care of Dr. Kroh 
in mid-May. "I gave her an upper 
endoscopy, and everything looked 
normal,” he says. "So I put a SmartPill in her, 
which passes through her and measures 
acid-base changes.” The results, which just 
came back in late June, confirmed what 
he’d suspected. "She has SMA syndrome, 
but it’s secondary to gastroparesis, which 
simply means her stomach isn’t doing its 
Jbb. Besides the feeding tube, she may 
have surgeries ahead of her to help her 
stomach empty better,” he says. "I think 
long-term there are some successful 
therapies that can help her.” 


They spent the morning at Feet's coffee 
shop, where Lisa showered her mom 
with gifts. "She actually started giving 
them to me a couple of weeks early," 
Neuhauser says. "She couldn't help it. It 
was all Vera Bradley, which I really like. 
She really went overboard." 

Meanwhile their medical expenses 
continue to climb, another source of 
stress for Lisa. "I cry just thinking about 
it," she says. "I'm afraid to get the mail 
because of the bills." The family started 
a fund-raising site (www.gofundme 
.com/lisabrown) to help defray the costs. 

On June 3 Lisa came home from 
Cleveland with something more than 
just a few much-needed extra pounds: 
hope. The diagnosis lifted her spirits 
even more. "Finally, for the first time, I 
feel like there is a light at the end of the 
tunnel," she says. And that pink sapphire 
wedding ring? "I will wear it again," she 
says. "I know it and I can't wait." •

That Contains High Zinc Content Brass 
Plumbing Products 

You Could Benefit From a Class Action Lawsuit 

There is a Settlement in a class action lawsuit filed against 
Uponor Inc., Wirsbo Company, and Uponor Wirsbo Inc. 
(“Uponor”) and certain developers/builders, subcontractors, 
and distributors/suppliers (“Other Defendants”). The lawsuit 
claims that Uponor’ s high zinc content brass plumbing 
fittings and components are defective and prematurely 
corrode (or break down). Uponor and the Other Defendants 
deny these claims and that they did anything wrong. 

Who is included in the Settlement? 

Generally, you may be included in the Settlement if your 
home, non-residential property, or the common area of 
your home or property located in the United States, built in 
2002 or later, contains Uponor brand fittings and plumbing 
components made of high zinc content brass (“Uponor 
Yellow Brass Fittings”). A separate settlement involving 
properties in Las Vegas, Nevada has been reached. (Get 
more info at the website below.) 

What does the Settlement provide? 

Eligible property owners can get benefits for certain property 
damage, such as leaks or fiow problems. This includes 
reimbursement for past repairs and repairs that become 
necessary in the future. The Settlement will also pay (1) 
the costs of notice and administration, (2) special service 
awards to the Class Representatives, and (3) attorneys’ fees 
and costs. 

How can I get benefits? 

Submit a Claim Form by mail. The timing to file a claim 
varies. However, if you previously had property damage, 
you need to file a claim within six months after the Settlement 
is approved. For future property damage, you will need to 
file a claim within six months after the damage occurs. The 
amount of any benefits you may receive will depend on the 
amount and type of included property that you own and the 
damage you have experienced and/or repairs or replacement 
needed. The claims period will run for five years from when 
the Settlement is approved. Additional details are in the 
Settlement Agreement available on the website. 

What are my rights? 

Even if you do nothing, you will be bound by the Court’s 
decisions. If you want to keep your right to sue Uponor 
and/or the Other Defendants yourself, you must exclude 
yourself from the Settlement by August 19, 2015. You will 
give up the possibility of receiving Settlement benefits, but 
you will not be bound by the Court’s orders. If you stay in 
the Settlement, you may object to it by August 19, 2015. 
Additional details on how to opt out or object are in the 
Settlement Agreement available on the website. 

The Court will hold a hearing on September 8, 2015 to 
consider whether to approve the Settlement, a request for 
attorneys’ fees and costs up to $7.5 million, and special 
service payments of $5,000 per home or homeowners’ 
association to each of the Class Representatives. You or 
your own lawyer may appear and speak at the hearing at 
your own expense.

Cassidy knew she wanted to be an 

actress in the first grade, after starring 
in a school production of The Three 
Little Pigs (she played “the smart one 
with the brick house” and is still best 
friends with the girls who played the 
other pigs). Her mom “could not have 
been more supportive,” says Cassidy. 
“She said, 'Okay but you have to give it

Cassidy now 21, enrolled in classes at 
New York's prestigious Lee Strasberg 
Theatre & Film Institute after school.

W hen Drew Barrymore steps up to 
the stove to make dinner in her 
Los Angeles home, the scene in 
her kitchen is not as glamorous 
as you might expect. ''With a kid 
running around, baby on my hip, it's kind of a mess,” 
she says. But there is no doubt learning to feed a fam- 
ily of four has given the actress— mom to daughters 
Olive, 21 / 2 , and Frankie, 1, with her art-adviser hus- 
band, Will Kopelman— a certain culinary ease.

“I picked up green 
apples and arugula at the 
grocery store because I love 
when there’s a little bit of 
greenery and that crunch 
factor. The heat from the 
Sriracha blue cheese spread 
really kicks it over the edge.”

Now that the star has created her own wine, Bar- 
rjmiore by Carmel Road pinot grigio, finding foods to 
pair with it— like her apple. Brie and arugula grilled 
cheese (right)— has also become ahobby. ''Other than 
being a parent, food, friendship and wine are the best 
things there are,” she says. And as she prepares to 
expand the business with new varietals (including 
her new Drew’s Blend pinot noir, available in Sep- 
tember), tasting wines and having blending sessions 
have become a welcome distraction from her acting 
schedule. "Creating wine is a beautiful headspace to 
live in,” she says. "It’s romantic, escapist and com- 
munal. I’m gradually making it more of my focus.” 

Although Barrymore has a few staple dishes under 
her belt— "Salmon with veggies is regular at my 
house,” she says, "and I can grill a mean steak”— she’s 
in no rush to master the culinary trade. "I am no life- 
style expert,” she says. "And I’m not perfect in the 
kitchen. But I’m getting there— slowly.”

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I f chef Michael Symon had it his way, he'd spend 
the entire summer in front of his grill. 'TTl 
smoke whole suckling pigs. I'll do ribs, pork 
butts, brisket, chicken, burgers, hot dogs," he 
says. “Left to my own devices, I probably would 
just eat meat." But sharing his home with his wife 
(and business partner), Liz Shanahan, a vegetarian, 
and his stepson Kyle, an “on-again, off- again vege- 
tarian," forces him to expand the menu. “It gives my 
life an incredible amount of balance and has made 
me a better chef because I'm great with vegetables 
now," he adds. In fact, the cohost of ABC's The 
C/zew— who will open Mabel's, his newest barbecue 
restaurant in Cleveland, this fall— doesn't have to 
go very far to incorporate other food groups.

“Growing up in Ohio, we had dinner every night 
around the table, and it was the greatest learning 
experience.

“Now with my family, whether we go 
out for dinner or cook at home, we sit down and eat 
and talk. It's an important part of the day for us."

1 3-lb. chicken, 
backbone cutout 

Kosher salt 
Freshly ground 
black pepper 
Extra-virgin olive oil 
Coriander, toasted 
and ground 
Barbecue sauce 

3 small yellow 
onions, peeled 
and sliced into 
Vi-in.-thick rounds 

4 tbsp. unsalted 
butter, melted 

2 tsp. freshly grated 
ginger 

2 tbsp. bourbon 
1 tbsp. dark brown 
sugar 


In a small bowl stir together the melted 
butter, ginger and bourbon. Pour the 
mixture over the onions, then season 
with salt and pepper, and sprinkle brown 
sugar on top. Seal the packets, then 
place on the grill over medium heat with 
the lid down for 15 minutes, until the 
onions are soft, slightly caramelized and 
cooked through. To serve, carve the 
chicken into four pieces, and spoon the 
onions on the top.
